TIE COLONIAL SECRETARY AND THE 
DOLLAR, 

The Committee procesded to discuss the 
items {n tho estimates. None of the 
membem spoke with particular distinctness 
so that it was almost impossible to hesr 
thoir remarke at the reporters’ table. 
The Colonial Secrotary was the principal 
transgtessor in thie rospect, and what 
is given below is only what could be picked 
up or guessed at from tho goneral drift of 
the discussion. 

Mr Chater found that tha interest pay- 
able on public dobt was calculated at tho 
rate of 2/6. With all due deforence to the 
opinions reeoived by the Colonial Sccrotary 
|he thought the right course Lo pursuo in 
ia matter like this was to take at 

all events the carrent rate of the day if not 
an easior rate—that was to say, ona more 
favourtble than the current rate, aa was 
done in tho making up of balances sheots 
such as those of bankers and  mer- 
chants, Tho, Colonial Sectetary had 
stated in his spesch when introdu- 
this Bil! that 2/6d.° was taken 
aa 9 convenient rate. Ho could seo it was, 
becauso if the Government had not taken it 
at 2/61. but at the rate of the day thero 
would be a deficit instead of having a ba- 


cing 


lance of revanue over expenditure of some 
$6000 or $7000. Nn doubt, thorofore, it was 
a convenient rate, but whut be would like 
to know was whother it was tho right thing 
to dounder the circumstances, whether it 
wan right to catimate on a rate far above 
the current rate of the day: In doing so 
the Uovernmant had taken ia problematic 
rate, Ho did not think this was the right 
coursoto pursue. Hv thought the rate 
should be noarer 2/34 than 2/6.

THE SEOOND MAGISTRATE. 


Mr Belilios asked for dotails of the sav- 
ing of $3684 at the Magistraoy. 

Tho Prosident explained that Captain 
Hastings, in addition-to performing his 
dutios a8 “Assistant Hatbour Master, had 
undortaken the duties of the Second Magia. 
trate. For dving so heteceived $1500 i 
stead of half of tho Socond Magistrato’s 
emoluments. Ho had memorislieed the 
Secretary of State to obtain the whole 
of the half-pay which His Excellency 
tho Govortior had refurd to give him on 
account that it would erante the anomaly 
of the Assistant Harbour Master ie- 
ceiving more pay thn the hoad of 
his department, the Harbour Master. 
The President considered it atrange that an 
Unofliciu! Member should press him for an 
increaso of oxpenditure. Ho had frequent. 
Jy performed the dutiesof other offices in 
addition to his ordinary duties in other 
Colonies, and idstoad of receiving half of 
the pay he received nono at all. 


THE MILITARY CONTRIBUTION. 


Mr Keswick pointed out ‘that if the 
military contribution were required t6 bp 
paid in’ dollara henceforta as at present it 
would mean that there might, and probably 
would, be soon o very serious inorease of 
the burden which this contribution imposed 
on the Oolony. The increase eince lart 
year amounted to some $37,000, and be 
thonght ‘it exosedingly likely that the in- 
ereasa Dext year would bs still greater. We 
wished to know whether steps could not ke 
taken by way of saving the colonies from 
the reaponaibilities whiot would thus acorue 
from a further fall in the value of tte 
dollar. 

The President said thatit would, of course, 
ba very inconvenient it the value of the 
dollar did continue to fall, but he could not 
nay what the rate of exchange might be. 

Mr Keswick aaid the question was not 
whether the colony would be better off in that 
respect or not, but if some rato could be 
determined beforehand, which would be a 
very great advantage. 

The President said that in such a case os 
Mr Keswiok referred to he was aware thit

made by other coloniesand that these hed 
been refused, At leastes far as the lest oo 
lony he was in, which was Ceylon, ha knew 
thia to be so. That waiuo reason however 
why in tho present circumstances an ap- 
plication should not be made by this colony. 

Mr Chal-r said thet ifan applioation had 
not been «ready mude this was the right 
time tom.:ke it, Lt wasa great pity they 
had not fixed the dollar alone. The argu- 
ments in aupport of such an application wets 
good and avuud. The revenue of the colouy 
had not inoreaged, the rovonue was psid in 
dollare and the colony had to pay a oon- 
siderably larger amount in dollars in 
respeot of ita military contribution. 

Tho President said ho might mention 
that H.E. the Governor bad very strongly 
urged all the considerations that could be 
broaght forward agaiast this burden beiog 
increased, but he would once more lay 
the opinion of the Unofficial Members 
before His Exevlleacy, who he was sure 
would be extremely suxious to do all be 
could in the matter, s 

Mr Chater said that any incroase of 
the military contribution would. be sura 
to cause as magh trouble in Hongkong 
as it did before.

Do we really beliove ite Let us 
bo honest with ourselves. Do wo believe 
that thase millions are without hope in the 
noxt world 2 Wo tarn tho leaves of God's 
word in vain, for tere we find no hope: 
not only that but positive words to the 
contrary. .. . Yes, we beliove it.’ 

Now if 6 mon really conscientiously 
bolieves tha abovo, ho is in duty bouod to 
proclaim it, whersver he goes. 

I yiold to nono in my admiration for they 
heroio aclf-saorifico displayed by many 
membere ofthe Chins Inland Mission. £ 
trost that no one will thick that I am 
luxuriuting here iu ‘my snug corner at St, 
John’s,’ and decrying the oatnest efforts of 
noble men and women, 

My criticism of their work is simply 
this, I regret that maoy of them hold what 
seem to me to bo vary narrow and uncbris- 
tian views in regard to the selvation of the 
heathen, and cannot bat think that the 
proclamation of such views toes much to 
stir hostile feelings in the minds of the 
natives who hear them, 


(2)—Whea I wrote the words that come 
migsionarios proclaim that Oonfacins is in 
hell, I did not merely refer to the fact 
that some missionories actually make such 
statements in the course of their preaching. 
I meoni to convey the iden that by their 
teaching they proclaim that to be their 
beliof,“for overything they say implies it. 
The Chinnman is not such an illogical 
creature that he cannot perceive the 
implication of mech of the missionary 
teaching in Chins. A missionary states 
that thore is but one way of salvation from 
hell. Confacius did not know that way, 
end the Chinuman drawa the conélusion of 
the syllogism for himself. 

My critic omils to quote a passage 
connected with the ono ho attacks, that 
wvonld have helped him to understand my 
meaning. ‘Can we expect the literaté of 
Chins to listen to us, if wo address them 
with the assumption tbat without respect to 
what sort of lives they aro leading, good 
snd bad alike are conudemued to cternal 
punishment, and that all their past 
Emporors, Sages, and ancestors are 
eternally lost ?? The Chinaman understands 
our asgucoption, as well as thoimplication of 
our teaching. 


Iu my very limited exporience, 1 have 
knowa inetanccs of the Chinaman's 
sonsibilitios being shocked. Ihave heard 
missionarics preach to 8 congregation 
partly composed of heathen in sach a way 
os to make some who wore favourably 
inclined to Christianity, have ail their 
tntensest batred and prejadica aroused. | 
remember onco in walking through the 
fields with missionary, to havo 
heard him salute s Chinaman by the 
wayside, and address to bim the question; 
‘Whoers is your Father? The man ac- 
avored: ‘He hos paascd from the world’ 
My good friend immodiately rejoiued: 
‘Where bas his soul gone?’ Tho villager 
seemed somewhat taken aback, and failed 
to catch the drift until he was told. ‘ You 
had better burry up ond bolieve, or you will 
gototho same bad place,’ A missionary 
in a street chapol once made the statement, 
‘The Great Buddba is not a8 good as a dog,

THE PROCESSION OF THE 
- + ELEPHANTS. 

The following graphic account is from an 
articlo ontitled ‘January Days in Ceylon,’ 
in’ the Cornhill Magazine :—'Tho crowds 
assemble again to witness tha Perahera, a 
solomn procession of tha sacred elophants 
which have beon arriving all the afternoon 
from tho Buddhist temples uf the diatrict, 
until tho’court containing the bell-shaped 
Daghobss which riso round the ‘Temple of 
the Tooth ia full of the. ndble beasts 
and theic pleturesque attendants, who’ 
move about bearing grom burdens of 
bamboo “and branches of trees for 
their charges to foed upon, At length, 
decorated with - gorgeous masks and 
trappings of red, yellow, or whito, ' glit- 
toring with gold amboidery representing’ 
Buddha in hi ifold incarnations, with 
ancrod inscriptions interwoven round every 
‘figuro, the processional elephants are drawn 
up in lina on eithor side of tho temple gate, 
As the Austrian Archduke and his auite 
enter the baloony of tho octagon, from 
whence the Kandyan kings were wont to 
show themselves to their sadjocts, the mag- 


nificant temple dlephant descends the long |, 


flight of ateps In gorgeous: state capatisona 
of acarlet and gold presonted by the King 
of Siam, end bearing the golden shrino of 
the Sacred Tooth under a golden howdah, 

A score of attendants walk at the side, sup 
porting a lofty cloth of gold canopy, out 
lined with Inmps and flowers. Snowy 
plumeg rise bellind the flapping eard, and 
turbanod. mahouta kneel on the richly 
masked head, and lean againat the gilt 
columns of the howdah, holding peacock- 
feather fans and scarlet umbrellas edged 
with tinkling golden bells, The temple 
band leads the way, tha barbaric strains of 
muaio boing accompanied by the clashing 
cymbals and rattling castanots of a hundred 
whirling dancers, ho dignified Kandyan 
chiefs walk in glittering ranks before tha 
mighty elephant which occupies the post of 
honour, his ‘small eyes twinkling through 
the rod and gold mask of the huge 
head which towers above the multitude, 
and his enormous tusks guided carefully by 
the temple servants, to prevent accidental 
damage from their swooping ivory curves. 
Tho thirty elephants of tho procession walk 
three abreast, ridden by officials in muslin 
robes and embroidered acarves of sacred 
red and yellow, and holding golden dishes 
heaped with rice, cocoanut, and flowers, 
the consecrated offerings of the Buddhist 
religion. ‘Each trio of elephants in preceded 
by o band of music, a troupe of daucers, 
and 2 crowd of gaudily-clad natives with 
viazing torches and scarlet banners. 
Sometimes a baby- elephant trots along by 
his mother’s sido as a preliminary education 
in the futureduties of his sscrod calling, 
and seeme terrified by the noise and glare, 
which in no way disconcert the imperturb- 
able dignity of hie elders, Round snd 
round the wide area of the temple pre- 
cincts the gigantic suimals move with the 
stow and stately tread which allows ample 
timo for the wild evolutions of the mazy 
dances performed before each’ advancing 
line. ‘The splendour of the barbaric 
pageant harmonises with tho vivid colouring 
of native life and landscape.
